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CAMPAIGN DEBTS UNPAID. 


Along with the news of the great prepara 
tions by the Democrats for the campaign of 
1892, and of profound estimates, calculations 
and plans for victory, comes the noise of 
strife over the expenses of last year’s cam­ 
paign. 
In plain language, those who sub. 
scribed to the party’s expense fund refuse to 
pay up. 
They fancied when they gave their 
pledge that their money was to fall on good 
ground and return a rich harvest of ollicc: 
Instead of dropping into the bottomless pit of 
defeat. 
They feel like Gov. Hill over the 
Indian investigation expense which he re­

meet their promises to pay l>ecnusc they 
cannot perceive

fall was of any particular value to themselves. 
Behind the men w ho promised and now re­ 
fuse to pay stand Win. L. Scott, Calvin S. 
Brice and Senator Gorman, who agreed to 
pay out of their own pockets whatever ex 
penses of the campaign were not provided 
for by the subscriptions of expectant politi­ 
cians. 
These gentlemen held a private meet 
ing in New-York a few days ago, and per 
mitted the announcement to go out that they 
were arranging for a big fight in the new 
states of the Northwest. 
This was merely a 
blind. 
They met to consider the indebted­ 
ness of the Committee, and to devise, if pos 
sible, a course of action. 
They found over 
$ 200,000 of the Committee’s debts unliqui 
dated. 
Some of the creditors are impatient 
and eager to bring suit. 
Oue of these is the 
llelfo rd ’« Ma g a zin e 
Company, whose editor, 
Don Piatt, resigned his position the other day 
on nccount of the financial condition of the 
concern. 
The 
Company 
sold 
to 
the 
Committee 
40,000 
magazines 
a month for four months at six cents a copy, 
and the account is unsettled. 
Martin B. 
Brown & Co., printers in Park Place, have 
also a bill of several thousand dollars against 
the committee. 
And those who were prom 
ised pay that they have never received for 
campaign work, and are on hand whenever 
the responsible men of the committee get to 
gether—their name is Legion. 
A political debt like this is a ‘ debt of 
honor” like that incurred by the unlucky 
gambler, and must lie paid. 
Wrn. L. Scott 
needs only to give his workmen another 
squeeze on wages or add a small percentage 
to prices at bis “ company stores” to get it 
all back. 
The resources of Brice and Gor­ 
man » re not so broad, in that they do not 
cover 
so 
many 
working people, 
but 
both 
are 
very 
rich 
men 
and 
the 
payment 
of 
their 
share will 
not impoverish them. Brice and Gorman are 
both in politics, but Scott left Congress for a 
place in the Cabinet and cast in his chances 
witli those of Cleveland. 
Unless he has 
ceased to be a politician, he too will feel like 
the others of the trio, that these debts must 
be paid before lie can turn to his uu<ty an<i 
demand of it a certificate 
v-naracter. 
The D em ocratic party, with its bauds upon 
the administration,with every place holder as­ 
sessed from President to the humblest clerk, 
with the great monopolies of the country 
backing it, including the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany and the whisky and sugar trusts, and 
with English merchants and manufacturers 
ready to lay down their last dollar of surplus 
to secure free trade with the United States, 
was still unable to meet the ravenous de­ 
mands for boodle that came up from the rank 
ami 
file. 
Voters 
had 
obtained 
too 
large an idea of its wealth and its power to 
command ready money. 
We have the state­ 
ment, on the authority of an Ulster county 
Democrat, that the votes of his own party 
had gone up from $ 1 to $ 25 each. There will 
never lie another such campaign of boodle. 

There 
are no offices to assess, the great trusts have 
nothing more to expect from the Democratic 
party, and the English free traders are bring­ 
ing their capital across the Atlantic and lie- 
coming Americans and protectionists.

LOCAL OPTION REJECTED. 


luthe New Jersey Prohibition Convention 
yesterday Rev. George Davis introduced a 
resolution, as nn amendment to another reso­ 
lution, commending the local option idea. 
The 
cheering that followed the motion 
proved that Mr. Davis had a majority of the 
convention with him. 
But one extremist 
nftcr another got up and declared that the 
resolution would help the Republican party, 
while others spoke in its favor. 
The dis­ 
cussion became so hot that few heard when 
the “question” was called ; and the chairman 
declared 
Mr. Davis’s resolution lost be­ 
fore half the delegates knew tiiat a vote had 
been taken upon it. 
Local option involves the whole principle 
of prohibition. 
It was included in the recent 
New Jersey high license iaw which a Itepub 
lican Legislature passed and a Democratic 
Legislature repealed, and under its provisions 
several counties voted no license. 
Among 
these was Warren, a rural county with a 
population as solid for Democracy as 8cho 
harie in this state. 
Wherever no license has 
been carried and maintained under local op 
lion laws for a few years, the liquor trade 
has been exterminated. 
And yet it is not 
good enough for the men who, in the name 
of 
Prohibition, 
conspire 
to 
keep the 
Democratic 
party 
in 
power. 
For­ 
tunately their organization is split square­ 
ly in two this year, and a sufficient number 
of old adherents will go over to the Repub 
lican party to elect a Governor and Legisla­ 
ture. 
The convention nominated George La- 
monte for Governor. 
He is a native of 
Schoharie county and graduate of Union col­ 
lege, and made a fortune at paper manufac­ 
turing in New York. 
He lives at Bound 
Brook and is President of a bank there. 
His 
Schoharie origin accounts for his Democratic 
sympathies. 
He will not receive the support 
of Gen. Fisk or of one half of the 7,904 votes 
cast for that gentleman last fall. 


REPUBLICAN HARMONY IN VIRGINIA. 


The Republican National Committee sent a 
sub committee down to Virginia to settle the 
party differences there. 
They found the Ma- 
hone wing to possess the party organization, 
but ga ve a hea ring to the grievances of those 
who stood out. 
The la tter complained of the 
a rbitra iy wa ys of the Ma hone pa rty commit- 


tce in appointing the temporary chairmen and 
secretaries of the precinct and county conven­ 
tions,thus depriving them of the right to have 
these conventions free and open. The sub­ 
committee found little difficulty in arranging 
a compromise. 
They took up the call of the 
Mahone committee for a state convention on 
August 22<1, and broadened it by providing 
that precinct and county conventions shall 
elect their own officers, and 
that 
their 
permanent chairman and secretary shall cer­ 
tify the delegates elected to the chairman 
of the state committee. 
It also made it the 
first duty of the state convention, after 
the reading of the call, to have read a list of 
the delegates certified by the county conven­ 
tion to the state committee. 
With these 
modifications the Mahone call for a state con­ 
vention is approved. 
The adjustment is 
sigued by all the members of the sub-com­ 
mittee, Quay, Clarkson, Dudley, Fessenden 
and Hobart, and by Brady, member of the 
national committee for Virginia, who is an 
anti-Maboncitc. 
All the members of the 
sub committee except Quay have also been 
reckoned as opposed to Mabonc. 
The ad 
justment is satisfactory to every Republican 
in Virginia, and the party proposes to “get 
together” at the next election, when a Gov 
ernor is to be chosen. 
Virginia may properly be classed among 
the doubtful states. 
In 1881 the Republicans 
carried it by 11,710 plurality. 
It went for 
Cleveland in 1884 by 0.141 plurality, and 
again in 1888 by 1,539. 
In 1880 the Repub­ 
licans carried the state in the Congressional 
elections by 20.859, but the next year the 
Democrats rallied sufficiently to show 
plurality of 420 on the Legislature. 
The Re­ 
publican party has been divided in alt of 
these elections. Unity means a full vote, and 
with Mahone for leader the vote will be 
counted as cast.

Along with the news of the great prepara 
lions by the Democrats for the cam paign of 
1892, and of profound estimates, calculations 
and plans for victory, comes the noise of 
strife over the expenses of last year’s cam 
paign.

meet their promises to pa)' l*ccau»e they 
cannot 
perceive 
that the 
election 
last 
fall was of any particular value to themselves 
Behind the men who promised and now re­ 
vise to pay stand W in. I. Scott, Calvin 8 
Brice and Senator Gorman, who agreed to 
pay out of their own pockets whatever ex 
(tenses of the campaign were not provided 
for by the sulecri pitons of expectant |>o!iti 
cians. 
These gentlemen held a private meet 
log in New York a few days ago. and per 
milted the announcement to go out that they 
were arranging for a big fight in the new 
states of the Northwest. 
This was merely n 
blind. 
They met to consider the indebted­ 
ness of the Committee, and to devise, if |io 
slide, a course of action. 
They found over 
$200,000 of the Committee'^ debts unliqu 
dated. 
Some of the creditors are impatient 
and eager to bring suit. 
Due cif these is the 
Jltlfonl'i Magazine Company, whose editor, 
Don Piatt, resigned his position the other day 
on account of the financial condition of tin 
concern. 
The 
Company 
sold 
lo 
the 
Committee 
40,000 
magazines 
a month for four months st six cents a copy, 
and the account is unsettled. 
Martin It. 
Brown A Co., printers in Park Place, have 
also a hill of several thousand dollars against 
the committee. 
And those w ho were prom 
laid pay that they have never received for 
campaign work, and are on hand whenever 
the responsible men of the committee get to 
get her—their name is Legion. 
A political debt like this is a ' debt of 
honor” like that incurred by the unlucky 
gambler, aud m u st I* paid. 
Win. L. Scott 
needs only to give his workmen another 
squeeze on wages or add a small [terce ut age 
to prices at his "com pany store*" to get it 
all Uick. 
The resources of Brice and G or­ 
man are not so broad, in that they do not 
cover 
so 
many 
working people, 
but 
lad Ii 
arc 
very 
rich 
men 
and 
the 
payment 
of 
their 
share 
will 
not impoverish them . 
Brice aud Gorman art­ 
iad Ii in (.(lilies, but Moult left Congress for a 
place iu the Cabinet and cast iii his chances 
with those of Cleveland. 
Unless he has 
ceased to be a politician, he too will feel like 
the other* of the trio, that these debts must 
be paid before he eau turn lo hi* p«»*y *"d 
demand of it a certificate - / enam eler. 
The Democrat** party, with its hands upon 
the ad m inistration,w ith every place holder as 
sewed from President to the hum blest clerk, 
with the great monopolies of the country 
backing it, including the Standard Oil Com 
pany ami the whisky and sugar trusts, and 
with Knglish men bant* aud m anufacturers 
ready to lay down their last dollar of surplus 
to secure free trade w itll the United Kilties, 
was still unable to meet the ravenous de­ 
mands for lioodle that came up from the rank 
and 
file. 
Yrolcrs 
had 
obtained 
too 
large an idea of its wealth and it* power to 
command rewly money. 
We have the state­ 
ment, on the authority of no Ulster county 
Democrat, that the votes of his own party 
had gone up from $1 to $25 each. There will 
never lie another such campaign of IhmmIIc.

LOCAL OPTION REJECTED 


Iu the New Jersey Prohibition Convention 
yesterday Rev. George Davis introduced a 
resolution, a* an am endment to another re*o 
lution, commending the local option idea. 
The 
cheering that 
followed the motion 
proved that Mr. Davis had a m ajority of the 
convention with bim. 
But one extrem ist 
after another got up and declared that the 
resolution would help the Republican party, 
while others spoke in its favor. 
The dis­ 
cussion became so hot that few heard w hen 
the "question” was called ; and the chairman 
declared 
Mr. Davis’s resolution 
lost be­ 
fore half the delegates knew that a vote had 
been taken upon it. 
Local option involves the whole principle 
of prohibition. 
It was included in the recent 
New Jersey high license law which a Itcpub 
lican legislature passed and a Democratic 
Legislature repealed, aud under its provisions 
several counties voted no license. 
Am ong 
these was W arren, a rural county with a 
population as solid for Democracy as Hebo 
barie in this slate. 
W herever no license bas 
been carried and maintained under local op 
lion laws for a few years, the liquor trade 
baa been exterm inated. 
And yet it is not 
good enough for the men who, in the name 
of 
Prohibition, 
conspire 
to 
keep the 
Democratic 
party 
in 
power. 
F o r­ 
tunately their organization is split sq u a l­ 
ly in two this year, and a sufficient num ber 
of old adherents will go over lo the Itcpub 
lican party to elect a Governor and Legisla­ 
ture. 
The convention nominated George La 
monte for Governor. 
He is a native of 
Schoharie county and graduate of Union col­ 
lege, and made a fortune at paper m anufac 
luring in New Y ork. 
He lives at Bound 
Brook and is President of a bank there. 
His 
Schoharie origin accounts for his Democratic 
sympathies. 
He will not receive the support 
of Gen. Fisk or of one half of the 7,904 votes 
cast for that gentleman last fall. 


REPUBLICAN HARMONY IN VIRGINIA. 


The Republican National Committee sent a 
sub-committee down to Virginia to settle the 
party differences tbeie. 
They found the Ma- 
boma wing lo possess the party organization, 
bot gave a bearing to the grievances of those 
who stood out. 
The latter complained of the 
arbitrary ways o f the Mahooe party commit­ 


tee in appointing the temporary chairmen and 
secretaries of the precinct and county conven­ 
tions,thus depriving them of the right to have 
these conventions free and open. 
The sub­ 
committee found little difficulty in arranging 
a compromise. 
They took up the call of the 
MHhone committee for a state convention on 
August 22*1, and broadened it by providing 
that precinct nud county conventions shall 
elect their own officers, and 
that 
their 
perm anent chairman and secretary shall cer­ 
tify the delegates elected to the chairman 
of the state committee. 
It also made it the 
first duty of 
the stutc convention, after 
the rending of the call, to have read a list of 
the delegates certified by the county conven­ 
tion 
to the state committee. 
W ith these 
modifications the Mahone cull for astate con­ 
vention is approved. 
The adjustm ent is 
signed by all the members of the sub com­ 
mittee, Quay, Clarkson, Dudley, Fessenden 
and Hobart, and bv Brady, member of the 
national committee for Virginia, who is an 
anti Mahoneitc. 
All the members of the 
sub committee except Quay have also been 
reckoned as opposed to Mahone. 
The ad 
justm ent is satisfactory to every Republican 
in Virginia, and the party pro|K)scs to "get 
together" at the next election, when a Gov­ 
ernor is to la- chosen. 
Virginia may properly lie classed among 
tin- doubtful state*. 
In IX*! the Republicans 
carried it by 11,716 plurality. 
It went for 
Cleveland in J8H4 by 0,141 plurality, anti 
again in 1888 by 1.589. 
In 18x6 the Repub­ 
lican* curried the state in the Congressional 
elet lions by 20,859, but the next year the 
Democrats rallied sufficiently to show a 
plurality of 426 on the Legislature. 
The Re­ 
publican party bus been divided in all of 
these elections. Unity means a full vote, and 
with Mahone for leader the vote wid be 
counted as cast.

They are endeavoring to pull the churches 
up to what they conceive lobe correct Chris­ 
tian sentiment, and here we are invited by 
resolution to turn the Capitol over to that 
w hich every pulpit, w henever occasion offers, 
is sneaking against, and sincerely against.”

CAMPAIGN DEBTS UNPAID. 


Along with the news of the great prepara­ 
tions by the Democrats for the campaign of 
1892, and of profound estimates, calculations 
and plans for victory, comes the noise of 
strife over the expenses of last year’s cam­ 
paign. 
In plain language, those who sub­ 
scribed to the party's expense fund refuse to 
pay up. 
They fancied when they gave their 
pledge that their money was to fall on good 
ground and return a rich harvest of offices, 
instead of dropping into the bottomless pit of 
defeat. 
They feel like Gov. Hill over the 
Indian investigation expense which he re­ 
fused to approve because it had not been, ac­ 
cording to his information, of any particular 
value 
to the state. 
They 
refuse 
to 
meet their promises to pay liccnuse they 
cannot 
perceive 
that the 
election 
last 
fall was of any particular value to themselves. 
Behind the men who promised and now re­ 
fuse to pay stnnd Wm. L. Scott, Calvin S. 
Brice and Senator Gorman, wh 
agreed to 
pay out of their own pockets whatever ex­ 
penses of the campaign were not provided 
for by the subscriptions of expectant jioliti- 
cians. 
These gentlemen held a private meet­ 
ing in New York a few days ago, and per­ 
mitted the announcement to go out that they 
were arranging for a big fight in the new 
states of the Northwest. 
This was merely a 
blind. 
They met to consider the indebted 
ness of the Committee, and to devise, if pos 
sible, a course of action. 
They found over 
$200,000 of the Committee’s debts unliqui 
dated. 
Some of the creditors are impatient 
and eager to bring suit. 
One of these is the 
liclford'» Magazine Compauy, whose editor, 
Don Piatt, resigucd his position the other day 
on account of the financial condition of the 
concern. 
The 
Company 
sold 
to 
ihe 
Committee 
40,000 
magazines 
a month for four months at six cents a copy, 
and the account is unsettled. 
Martin B. 
Brown & Co., printers in Park Place, have 
also a bill of several thousand dollars against 
the committee. 
And those who were prom 
ised pay that they have never received for 
campaign work, and are on hand whenever 
the responsible men of the committee get to­ 
gether—their name is Legion. 
A political debt like this is a* debt of 
honor” like that incurred by the unlucky 
gambler, and mvst l>e paid. 
Wm. L. Scott 
needs only to give his workmen another 
squeeze on wages or add a small percentage 
to prices at his “ company stores” to get it 
all back. 
The resources of Brice and Gor­ 
man arc not so broad, in that they do not 
cover 
so 
many 
working i>eople, 
but 
both 
are 
very 
rich 
men 
and 
the 
payment 
of 
their 
share 
will 
not impoverish them. 
Brice and Gorman are 
both in politics, but Scott left Congress for a 
place in the Cabinet and cast in his chances 
with those of Cleveland. 
Unless he has 
ceased to be a politician, he too will feel like 
the others of the trio, that these debts must 
lie paid before he can turn to his n»»*y an(i 
demand of it a certificate 
cnaracter. 
The Democratic party, with itshauds upon 
the administration,with every place holder as­ 
sessed from President to the humblest clerk, 
with the great monopolies of the country 
backing it, including the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany and the whisky and sugar trusts, and 
with English merchants and manufacturers 
ready to lay down their last dollar of surplus 
to secure free trade With the United States, 
was still unable to meet the ravenous de­ 
mands for boodle that came up from the rank 
and 
file. 
Voters 
had 
obtained 
too 
large an idea of its wealth and its power to 
command ready money. 
We have the state­ 
ment, on the authority of an Ulster county 
Democrat, that the votes of his own party 
had gone up from $1 to $25 each. There will 
never lie another such campaign of boodle. 
The money can never again be raised. There 
are no offices to assess, the great trusts have 
nothing more to expect from the Democratic 
party, and the English free traders are bring­ 
ing their capital across the Atlantic and In­ 
coming Americans and protectionists. 
The 
only thing left for the party to do is to pay 
its debts and close its doors. 


tee in appointing the temporary chairmen and 
secretaries of the precinct and county conven­ 
tions,thus depriving themot the right to have 
these conventions free and open.

committee found little difficulty in arranging 
a compromise. 
They took up the call of the 
Mahone committee for a state convention on 
August 22d, and broadened it by providing 
that precinct and county conventions shall 
elect tbeir own officers, and

permanent chairman and secretary shall cer­ 
tify the delegates elected to the chairman 
of the state committee. 
It also made it the 
first duty of 
the state convention, after 
the rending of the call, to have read a list of 
the delegates certified by the county conven­ 
tion to the state committee. 
With these 
modifications the Mahone call for a state con­ 
vention is approved. 
The adjustment is 
sigued by all the members of the sub-com­ 
mittee, Quay, Clarkson, Dudley, Fessenden 
and Hobart, and by Brady, member of the 
national committee for Virginia, who is an 
anti-Mahoneitc. 
All the members of the 
sub committee except Quay have also been 
reckoned as opposed to Mahone. 
The ad 
justment is satisfactory to every Republican 
in Virginia, and the party proposes to “get 
together” at the next election, when a Gov­ 
ernor is to be chosen. 
Virginia may properly lie classed among 
the doubtful states. 
In 1881 the Republicans 
carried it by 11,710 plurality. 
It went for 
Cleveland in 1884 by 6,141 plurality, and 
again in 1888 by 1,539. 
In 1886 the Repub­ 
licans carried the state in the Congressional 
elections by 20.859, but the next year the 
Democrats rallied sufficiently to show a 
plurality of 426 on the Legislature. 
I he Re­ 
publican party has been divided in all of 
these elections. Unity means a full vote, and 
with Mahone for leader the vote will be 
counted as cast.

LOCAL OPTION REJECTED. 


Iu the New Jersey Prohibition Convention 
yesterday Rev. George Davis introduced a 
resolution, as an amendment to another reso­ 
lution, commending the local option Idea. 
The 
cheering that 
followed the motion 
proved that Mr. Davis had a majority of Ihe 
convention with him. 
But one extremist 
after another got up and declared that llic 
resolution would help the Repnblican party, 
while others spoke in its favor. 
The dis­ 
cussion became so hot that few heard when 
the “question” was called ; and the chairmun 
declared 
Mr. Davis’s resolution 
lost be­ 
fore half Ihe delegates knew that a vote had 
been taken upon it. 
Local option involves the whole principle 
of prohibition. 
It was included in the recent 
New Jersey high license iaw which a Repub­ 
lican Legislature passed and a Democratic 
Legislature repealed, and under its provisions 
several counties voted no license. 
Among 
these was Warren, a rural county with a 
population as solid for Democracy as Scho 
baric in this state. 
Wherever no license has 
been carried and maintained under local op­ 
tion laws for a few years, the liquor trade 
has been exterminated. 
And yet it is not 
good enough for the men who, in the name 
of 
Prohibition, 
conspire 
to 
keep the 
Democratic 
party 
in 
power. 
For­ 
tunately their organization is split square­ 
ly In two this year, and a sufficient number 
of old adherents will go over to the Repub­ 
lican party to elect a Governor and Legisla­ 
ture. 
The convention nominated George Ln- 
monle for Governor. 
He is a native of 
Schoharie county and graduate of Union col­ 
lege, and made a fortune at paper manufac­ 
turing in New York. 
He lives at Bound 
Brook and is President of a bank there. 
His 
Schoharie origin accounts for his Democratic 
sympathies. 
He will not receive the support 
of Gen. Fisk or of one half of the 7,904 votes 
cast for that gentleman last fall.

to 
September 
15. 
Ulster is one of the 
counties Included in the Forest Preserve. In 
bounties outside of the Forest Preserve, the 
law is iu fbrce Septem ber 1. 
Many fisher­ 
m en traverse streams am ong the Cnlskill 
Mountains these days. 
The weather 1ms 
been exceptionally line the pnsi *veG<. 
Fly 
fishermen are more k’lWeesTul in July and 
Aug ust tha« OmsC who fish with worms. 
H its Is a rule. 
Of course there are excep­ 
tions to all rules. 
T rout are peculiar. They 
will jump at a fly during one part of the 
day, refusing it at another time, perh'Ap 
taking a worm in preference. 
A fisherman of Mif» Ctly, who has fished 
for the wary tfout many years, says that he 
has had the g reatest success with the “ brown 
hackle” and “coachm an” fly, thoug h one of 
the most expert fishermen in the State uses 
tlie “ professor,” and claims it is the best. 
“ The fact is,” says this ang ler, “ that there 
are 500 or more different artificial flies. Some 
claim one is best and some another, ‘yer takes 
yer choice.’ 
By udng a fly larg er fish are ! 
caug ht than with a worm. 
It 'req uires 
renter skill and at time* takes the patience 
of the ang ler. t X*o 'C day I fished in a lake 
the CHtskilh. 
There was 20 feet of 
water 
and 
I 
caug ht 56 trout 
in three 
hours. 
The fish 
averag ed 
from 
seven 
to 10 inches in leng th. 
Beautiful fish! 
I thoug ht I would rest awhile. 
A few hours 
later 1 tried it ag ain in the eattoe place. 
I fished four hours and dM not have a soli 
tary nibble. 
Wften trout will neither bite on 
fly no r TTDhns try som ething else. 
One day 
after losing my whole stock of patience cast­ 
ing a fly I was so tired that I went into a field 
near the stream and caug ht a lot of g htss- 
hoppers. 
1 fastened one to my hook and 
dropped it on the water. 
There was a rush 
for that g ra« hopper, and I would hate to 
swear their wasn’t a dozen trout in that rush. 
The g rasshopper’s leg s and head were torn 
from his body before I could say ‘Jack Rob­ 
inson.’ 
Then a g reat big fellow cleft the 
water and swallowed the renuiind’ef, hook 
and all. 
1 had no trouble 10 catch fish after 
that. 
Grasshoppers were a g reat attraction.” 
‘One thing about trout is they ‘ w ill’ or 
they ' Won’t.’ 
W hen th e y ‘will.’ they seem 
to be of one mind and the fisherman has only 
to pull them out.” 
“ Fishing along 
the C'atskill Mountain 
streams req uires considerable physical exer­ 
tion, but the hum an body needs a g reat 
amount rtf exercise,” said a veteran piseator 
today. 
“ Few men fully realize this. 
The 
mechanic 
and 
laborer 
have 
sufficient 
exercise 
In 
everyday 
work. 
T hty 
need 
a 
different 
kind 
of 
relaxation. 
But 
the 
man 
who 
siis at 
the desk, 
in the counting room, or in the law office, in 
fact all men whose occupation is sedentary, 
req uire physical exercise. 
They are not like­ 
ly to g et too m uch of it for the g ood of their 
health. 
Men 
are 
by 
nature 
too lazy 
for 
that. 
The 
best 
exercise 
is 
that 
which 
is 
taken 
out 
of doors. 
Men have their hobbies in reg ard to this m at­ 
ter, and I imag ine I have mine. 
I claim that 
there is no exercise in the world for the man 
of sedeutary habits that ran compare with 
fishing for trout in the streams of the Catskill 
Mountains. 
My opiniou is founded upon ex 
perience and upon what I have seen myself. 
The best kind of physical exercise is that 
which bring s enjoym ent. 
Hunting is excel 
lent for those who like to hunt, and every 
hunter knows how easy it is for him to walk 
10 or 15 miles while in pursuit of g ame, n 
tram p which he would consider a g reat hard­ 
ship if he Bad to take it without the excite­ 
ment and pleasure of the chase. 
So in fish­ 
ing for trout. 
It is g reat enjoyment to those 
who undertake it from love of it. And every 
one likes to fish after he has g ained a little 
experience. 
The physical exercise is g reat. 
The ang ler m ust tram p along the streams, 
oftentimes clamber over rocks, hunt his way 
throug h the brush and walk for miles, as 
well as throw the line and hold the pole, 
which is no easy task if continued for several 
hours. 
The pleasure oF fishing Causes him to 
be heedless of the labor. 
He only realizes it 
at nig ht when he finds he is weary. 
But he 
drops to sleep with a pleasurable feeling and 
sleeps a sleep without dreams. 
Vf hen I read 
in the newspapers about men broken in 
health g oing South or to some seaside resort 
I think to myself w hat fools there are in 
this world. 
They will spend hundreds of 
dollars to g o far from home when they could 
g o among the trout stream s ot Ulster County 
and 
live 
for 
a 
few 
dollars a week. 
I 
know 
men 
in 
New-York 
City who 
were at one 
time 
in such a condition 
physically that the doctors had little hope 
for them. 
They came to the Catskill Moun­ 
tains, lived in the woods and returned home 
at the close of a sing le season substantially 
cured. 
One man iu particular—I could g ive 
his 
name—a prom inent 
lawyer, a hard 
tudent, one of those men who thoug ht there 
was no limit to liis endurance in the way 
of work or abuse in eating , became com­ 
pletely prostrated. 
The best medical attend­ 
ance was procured. 
He g rew worse. 
He 
could not sleep. 
His stomach would not 
bear food, 
lie was a dyspeptic with the 
most dang erous symptoms. 
One day 
lie 
went to an old physician who had a reputa­ 
tion not only as a man learned in medicine, 
but as a hunter and a fisherman as well. 
He 
expected a long prescription 
The doctor 
heard his story. 
Said he: ‘You are worn 
out,! 
Drug s 
will 
do 
you

g ood. 
My 
prescription 
is: 
Take 
to 
the 
w oods!

And if you did.it 
would do you no g ood. 
Newspapers ¡ire not 
printed for the purpose of calling people to 
account for their peccadilloes. 
Nearly every 
person in the community may at times do 
that which is not ag reeable to some other 
person, but if we were ¡ill allowed to use the 
newspapers to air our little g rievances and 
to call to order those whom we mig ht think 
deserved it, tlie papers would simply he filled 
with criticisms of the acts of private people, 
which would keep the com m unity and the 
newspapers in hot water continually. 
Of 
course, when a man becomes a public charac­ 
ter all his acts are looked upon with interest, 
and the publication of bis movements follow 
as a m atter of course. 
Even then it is some­ 
times carried almost too far.”

Trout can Le catvrht 111 Ulster County up 
to 
Septem ber 
15. 
Ulster is one of the 
counties included in the Forest Preserve. In 
counties outside of the Forest Preserve, the 
law is in f6rce Septemlier 1. 
Many fisher­ 
men traverse streams among the Catskill 
Mountains these days. 
The weather 1ms 
been exceptionally tine the pnslYvevk. 
Fly 
fishermen are more successful in July and 
August ♦ha" those who fish with worms. 
This is a rule. 
Of course there are excep­ 
tions to all rules. 
Trout are peculiar. They 
will jum p at a fly during one part of the 
day, refusing it at another time, perhftps 
taking a worm in preference. 
A fisherman of fhf* Ctly, who has fished 
for the wui-y lYout many years, says that he 
has had the greatest success with the “ brown 
hackle” and “coachman” fly, though one of 
the most expert fishermen in the State uses 
the “ professor,” and claims it is the best. 
“ The fact is,” says this angler, “ that there 
are 500 or more different artificial flies. Some 
claim one is best and some another, ‘yer takes 
yer choice.’ 
By udng a fly larger fish are 
caught than with a worm. 
It ’requires 
greater skill and at times takes the patience 
of the angler 
X«dO day I fished in a lake 
the CtotokllU. 
There was 20 feet of 
water and 
I 
caught ¡16 trout 
in three 
hours. 
The fish 
averaged 
from 
seven 
to 10 inches in length. 
Beautiful rlsh! 
I thought I would rest awhile. 
A few hours 
later 1 tried it again in the sattie place. 
I fished four hours and dtd not have a soli­ 
tary nibble, 
When trout will neither bite on 
fly nor wAirms try something else. 
One day 
after losing my whole stock of patience cast­ 
ing a fly 1 was so tired that I went into n field 
near the stream and caught a lot of ghlss- 
hoppers. 
1 fastened one to my hook and 
dropped it on the water. 
There was a rush 
for that grasshopper, and 1 would hate to 
swear thcYc wasn’t a dozen trout in that rush. 
The grasshopper’s legs and head were torn 
from his body before I could say ‘Jack llob- 
inson.’ 
Then a great big fellow cleft the 
water and swallowed the remaiud'Cl:, hook 
and all. 
I had uo trouble 10 catch fish after 
that. 
Grasshoppers were a great attraction.” 
‘One thing about trout is they ‘ w ill’ or 
they ‘ Won’t.’ 
When th e y ‘will.’ they seem 
to be of one mind and the fisherman has only 
to pull them out.” 
“ Fishing along 
the Catskill Mountain 
streams requires considerable physical exer­ 
tion, but the human body needs a great 
amount of exercise,” said a veteran piscator 
to-day. 
“ Few men fully realize this. 
The 
mechanic 
and 
laborer 
have 
sufficient 
exercise 
in 
everyday 
work. 
T hty 
need 
a 
diiferent 
kind 
of 
relaxation. 
But 
the 
man 
wlm siis at 
the desk, 
in the counting room, or in the law office, in 
fact «U men whose occupation is sedentary, 
require physical exercise. 
They are not like­ 
ly to get too much of it for the good of their 
health. 
Men 
are 
by 
nature 
too lazy 
for 
that. 
The 
liest 
exercise 
is 
that 
which 
is 
taken 
out 
of doors. 
Men have their hobbies in regard to this mat­ 
ter, and I imagine 1 have mine. 
I claim that 
there is no exercise in the world for the man 
of sedeutury habits that ran compare with 
fishing for trout in the streams of the Catskill 
Mountains. 
My opinion is founded upon ex 
perieil'oe find upon what I have seen myself. 
The liest kind of physical exercise is that 
which brings enjoyment. 
H unting is excel­ 
lent for those who like to hunt, ami every 
hunter knows how easy it is for him to walk 
10 or 15 miles while in pursuit of game, a 
tram p which he would consider a great hard­ 
ship if he had to take it without the excite­ 
ment and pleasure of the chase. 
So in fish­ 
ing for trout. 
It is great enjoyment to those 
who undertake it from love of it. And every 
one likes to fish after he has gained a little 
experience. 
The physical exercise ifc great. 
The angler must tramp along the streams, 
oftentimes clamber over rocks, bunt his way 
through the brush and walk for miles, as 
well as throw the line and hold the pole, 
which is no easy task if continued for several 
hours. 
The pleasure of fishing causes him to 
be heedless of the labor. 
He only realizes it 
at night when he finds he is weary. 
But he 
drops to sleep with a pleasurable feeling and 
sleeps a sleep without dreams. 
NY lien Í read 
in the newspapers about men broken in 
health goiug South or to some seaside resort 
I think to myself what fools there are in 
this world. 
They will spend hundreds of 
dollars to go far from home when they could 
go among the trout streams ot Ulster County 
and 
live 
for 
a 
few 
dollars a week. 
I 
know 
men 
in 
New-York City who 
were 
at one 
time in such a condition 
physically that the doctors had little hope 
for them. 
Thc> came to the Catskill Moun 
tains, lived in the woods and returned home 
at the close of a single season substantially 
cured. 
One man in particular—1 could give 
his 
name—a prominent 
lawyer, a hard 
student, one of those men who thought there 
was no limit to his endurance in the way 
of work or abuse in eating, became com 
pletely prostrated. 
The best medical attend­ 
ance was procured. 
He grew worse. 
He 
could not sleep. 
His stomach would not 
bear food, 
lie was a dyspeptic witli the 
most dangerous symptoms. 
One day he 
went to an old physician who had a reputa­ 
tion not only as a man learned in medicine, 
but as a hunter and a fisherman as well, 
lie 
expected a long prescription. 
The doctor 
heard iiis story. 
Said he: ‘You are worn 
o u t! 
Drugs 
will 
do 
you 
no 
good.

house 
known 
as 
Mt. 
Meenaga. 
The village of Ellenvillc is handsomely laid 
out. 
The streets, some of which are a mile 
and a quarter in length, are bordered w ith 
shade trees, and lighted by gas at night. The 
water supply is from a spring brook that 
tumbles dowu 
the 
Shawaiigunk 
Moun 
tain. 
Just 
a 
few 
steps 
from 
the 
center of 
the 
village 
is 
a 
driving 
park, from which a tine view of the surround­ 
ing mountains is obtainable! 
Near the vil­ 
lage is an ice cave which is a place of great 
resort, not so much on account of the fact 
that people can descend into the cave for a 
distauce of several hundred feet and procure 
ice ou 
any day in summer, 
but from 
the 
natural attractions near by. 
Among 
these latter are great fissures or “ cracks” in 
the rocks or granite. 
These, as is plain lobe 
seen, are the results of upheavals and earth­ 
quakes iu previous ages. 
In instances these 
fissures are from 50 to 100 feet in width. 
One of these is tilled with the beautiful 
mountain ash, mosses, ferns and flowers, and 
is called the “ Garden of E den.” 
In places 
where the “ cracks” are smaller, visitors drop 
iu stones and then putting their cars close to 
the fissure listen to the noise marie by the 
stone iu its descent to the regions below 
Near the village on the west is a pretty water­ 
fall, known as the "H anging Iiock Falls.” 
About two miles from the village, above 
the 
village 
of 
Napanoch, 
is 
the 
Honk 
Falls” 
on 
the Rondout 
Creek. 
At these falls years ago three young 
ladies lost their lives by drowning, with no 
one to witness their struggles or lend a hand 
to save them. 
The girls were pupils of a 
school at Ellenvillc, known as the Ulster 
Seminary, 
the buildings 
of 
which 
are 
now 
used 
as 
a summer 
hoard- 
house. 
They journeyed to the Falls 
with the intention of spending the day there. 
It is supposed that while bathing one slipped 
into a deep hole at the foot of the falls and 
that the two others lost their lives in attempts 
to rescue their companion. 
The funeral of 
the young women was the most notable ever 
held iu Ellenvillc. 
For 30 days thereafter 
all the pupils of the large school wore crape 
on their left arms. 
The people of this village 
are now greatly interested In a projected rail 
road along the Rondout Valley.

But because one person makes himself riisa 
greca ble to another, or because a person does 
that which, in your own eyes, is reprehensi­ 
ble or foolish, you should not tly to the 
wspaper to ventilate it. 
And if you did,it 
would do you no good. 
Newspapers art* not 
printed for the purpose of calling people to 
recount for their peccadilloes. 
Nearly every 
person in the community may at times do 
that which is not agreeable to some other 
person, but if we were ¡ill allowed to use the 
newspapers to air our little grievances and 
to call to order those whom we might think 
deserved it, the papers would simply be filled 
w iili criticisms of the acts of private people, 
which would keep the community and the 
newspapers iu hot water continually. 
Of 
course, when a man becomes a public charac­ 
ter all his acts are looked upon with interest, 
and the publication of his movements follow 
s a matter of course. 
Even then it is some­ 
times carried almost top far.” 
Some people have peculiar ideas atmut 
the function of a newspaper and the duties 
of a reporter,” rem arked one of a crowd of 
quill pushers at the Central station. "W liat’a 
the matter now Í” came from the chorus of 
scribes. “ 1 wrote a little personal note about 
a business man who had invented a new ma­ 
chine, and one of his employes who saw it 
said to me, ‘Why don't von come around and 
interview Sir.

It is about two miles in length, and is 
Known as “ I he G ulf.” 
Tw o mountains 
several thousand feet high, are sep arated at 
their bases by a liny trout stream , that by at­ 
trition during many centuries has worn its 
way through the rocks. 
Bv the side of this 
brook a p assage way for vehicle» has been 
constructed. 
The m ountains are so high that 
the rays of

out, 
w ith

hour near mid-day. 
The w ater of the brook 
is icy cold. 
Ice can be found in many 
p laces. 
Dunne: elotuly days the locality is so 
dark that a p erson can scarcely sec to drive 
and is indeed a “ black g u lf.”

ist rides over this road, keep ing in the wagon 
by a m uscular grip on the seat, if he throws 
his head back and looks up toward the 
m ountain on the northerly side, he will 
see great masses of rocks

Boulders weighing m any tons lie against

Dime the road was blocked by a rock that 
weighed 100 tons, and it required many 
p ounds of p owder to blow it to p ieces.

well tilled with trout. 
City p eop le find that one of the most ex­ 
tensive views of broad landscap e scenery can 
he had from the top of High Point.

go on this mountain every few days. 
There 
is a highw ay from the W est Shoknn.station 
of the Ulster A Delaware Railroad to the 
southerly base of the m ountain.

p romp tly arranged. 
Let but a wani be felt 
and the villagers seize up on the first op p or 
tunity to satisfy it. 
An electrical street railway is the latest im- 
p rovemeht under consideration, and 
this 
meets with some op p osition. 
It Is a question 
if it would not detract from the rustic charac­ 
ter of the p lace, and the backmen naturally 
op p ose it since it is to run to the famous Gey­ 
ser Sp ring and other sp rings in its neighbor­ 
hood. 
Tnis is n p op ular drive of about two 
miles and hacks and stage* .'ire constantly on 
the route, mingling with tlie most elegant 
turn-outs to be found on this continent. The 
railroad is still U nder consideration, as many 
of the citizens have n id i a£ y« « t consented to 
the franchise, and it is too im p ortant for 
hasty legislation. 
“ Of two evils clioosg the 
least.” The long line of hack men with their 
oftentimes Shabby vehicles and high stages 
and carryalls, which has from time im m em o­ 
rial occup ied the middle of Broadway, from 
the United States Hotel to Congress Sp ring 
Bark, engrosses no small amount of the time 
and thoughts of the dignified Trustees of the 
village at the p resent moment. 
The array is 
certainly unsightly and unsavory, but there 
is no question as to its convenience.

There is much to be said up on the question, 
p ro and eon, but constant agitation will 
p robably result in ttie exp ulsion of the stages 
and hacks, at least from Broadway.

calling for and returning a p arty in any p art of 
the village,are certainly a great convenience, 
and p ersons interested will make a strong 
tight.

The Royal Sp ring, owned by Abel P u t­ 
nam, is one of the most recently op ened 
sp rings in the viilage and boasts many vir­ 
tues. 
Such a find is truly a fortune to its 
owner. 
It is now p rop osed bv some New- 
York cap italists to lay p ip es from the sp ring 
to Albany and thus sup p ly the citizens of the 
Cap ital with water directly from the sp ring 
during the day and bottle it by night. 
The 
flow from the Royal Sp ring is 50 barrels in 
24 hours, with temp erature at 43", which 
tem p erature it is believed can be retained by 
p ip ing 
it 
three 
and 
a 
half 
feet 
under 
ground. 
They 
p rop ose 
to 
own 
four fifths of the sp ring, Mr. Putnam desir­ 
ing to retain one-fifth fur himself. 
It is es­ 
timated that the sp ring would p ay for itself 
in two years, although a p rice is not yet 
settled up on, the question remaining op en un­ 
til July 22. 
Almost, if not quite all, the dif­ 
ferent sp rings are rep resented in Broadway 
now by an office and large p avilion or room, 
sup p lied with chairs and tables, where one 
may sit and drink his favorite water, Vichy- 
Geyser, Champ ion, Star, at leisure, w ithout 
driving to the sp riDg, which may be two 
miles distant. 
And these rooms are filled at 
certain hours of the day. 
One of the latest anti most novel attractions 
is a new building, nearly comp leted, located 
on South-Broadway, to be Known as the P om ­ 
p eiian home of Franklin \V. Smith. 
It is en­ 
tirely unlike any other house ever erected in 
this country, being sd exact rep roduction of 
a building which was excavated from the 
ruins of Pom p eii, and which was burned by 
the ashes of Vesuvius more than 2,000 years 
ago. 
It is one-story iu height, w ith a flat 
roof, and about 60x40 feet in size. 
It con­ 
tains first, the Dorter’s room on each side of 
the vestibulum , used in 
the 
old Pansa 
houses for the p urp ose of chaining the slaves. 
Beyond the vestibulum is the A trium , or 
p ublic hall, 32x88 feet,in the centre of which 
is a large p ool of water. 
The sleep ing rooms 
or cubiculum s, from their cubicular shap t 
op en from this hall, and they are about 10 
feet square and high. 
At the end of this hall 
is a large cnbieulum , a sort of recess with 
seals. 
The tablinum, a broad p assage-way 
between the atrium and the p eristylium 
another p ublic hail, is curtained off and was 
used in the ancient City as an office by the 
master of the house. 
A p rivate p assage 
known as the Faucus, leads from this room 
into the p eristylium , and on either side of 
this p assage we find a magnificent draw ing 
loom and cubiculum . 
The p eristylium or 
second p ublic hall, is much larger H u n ’the 
atrium and in the centre of this is a p iscina, 
or fish p ond. 
On one side of this is the li­ 
brary and beyond is the entainm ent ball 
also used in w inter as a dining liall 
This 
room i.s furnished with divans or lounges 
exactly the size and p attern of those used in 
i omp eii. 
The coverings arc to be im p orted 
from P ans, as are also the curtains used for 
the op enings or doors, which will be of the 
same material and p aiuted exactly in im ita­ 
tion of those seen in some of theold p aintings 
discovered in the buried city. On the walls will 
tie p laced illustrative p aintings rep resentim 
the erup tion of Vesuvius ami death of Plinv 
etc., p ainted by French

promptly arranged.

An electrical street railway is the latest im­ 
provement under consideration, and

ter of the place, and the hackmen naturally 
oppose it since it is to m n to the famous Gey­ 
ser Spring aud other springs in its neighljor- 
hood. 
1411* Is ll popular drive of al»out two 
miles and hacks anil stage* are constantly on 
the route, mingling with the most e’rgant 
turn-outs to la* found on thi* continent. The 
railroad is still lintier consideration, as many 
of the citizens have not ar y»8 consented to 
the franchise, and it is too im portant for 
hnstv legislation. 
“ Of two evil* chum* the 
least.” 
The long line of hackmen with their 
oftentimes Shabby vehicles and high stages 
and carryall*, which lias from lime immemo­ 
rial occupied the middle of Broadway, from 
the United States Hotel to Congress Spring 
Park, engrosses no small amount of tile time 
aril thoughts of the dignified Trustees of the 
village at the present moment. 
The array is 
certainly unsightly and jo-avorv, hut there 
is no question as to its convenience. 
W ill a 
railway terminus

able, and 
will 
the 
visitor* 
enjoy 
car 
ride 
more 
than 
Hie 
stages ? 
There is much to la* said upon the question, 
pro and con, but constant agitation will 
prolmbly result in the expulsion of the stages 
and balks, at least from Broadway, T he 
little stages.holding from eight to 15 jxr-ons, 
that have so long accommodated visitors bv 
calling for and returning a party in any pat t of 
the village.are certainly a great convenience, 
and persons interested will make a strong 
tight. 
They possibly add to the life of the 
plats', gay parties whirling about the village 
at all times of the day, but all things move 
and this is a day of railroad*. 
The Royal Spring, owned by Abel INR 
nam, is one of the most recently opened 
springs in the viilage and boast* many vir­ 
tues. 
Such a find i* truly a fortune to its 
owner. 
It is now proposed bv some New- 
York capitali-t* to lay pi|ies from the spring 
to A lb a n y and thus supply the citizens of tire 
Capital with water directly from the spring 
during the day and little it by night. 
The 
flow from the* Royal Spring i* 50 barrel* in 
24 hours, with tfiii|H-rature at 4*5 , which 
temperature it is believed can be retained by 
piping 
it 
three 
and 
n 
half 
feet 
under 
ground. 
They 
propose 
to own 
four fifths of the spring, Mr. Putnam deair 
ing to retain onc-filth for himself. 
It is 
limau-d thai the spring would pay for itself 
in two years, although a price is not yet 
settled upon, the question remaining open un 
til July 22. 
Almost, if not quite all, the dif 
ferent springs are represented iii Bros* I w ay 
now by an office and large pavilion or room, 
supplied with chair* and tables, where one 
may sit and drink bis favorite water, Vichy 
Geyser, Champion, Star, ut leisure, without 
driving to the spring, which may lie two 
miles distant. 
And these rooms ure tilled at 
certain hour* of the day. 
One of the latest and* most novel at tractions 
is a new building, nearly completed, located 
on Souili-Broadwuy, to be known as the Porn 
peiiau home of Franklin NY. Smith. 
It is en 
ii rely unlike any other house ever creeled in 
this country, being sd exact reproduction of 
a building which was excavated from the 
ruins of Pompeii, aud which was burned by 
the ashes of Vesuvius more than 2.OOO years 
ago. 
It is one-story in height, with a flat 
roof, and about 80x40 feet in size. 
It con 
tains first, tile porter's room on each side of 
the vestibulum, used in 
the old Pnnsa 
houses for the purpose of chaining the slave*. 
Beyond the vestibulum is Hie Atrium , or 
public ball, 32x3M feet,in the centre of which 
is a large pool of water. 
The sleeping room­ 
er cublculums, from their cuU cular slnq* 
open from this hall, and they are aliout IO 
feet square and high. 
At theend of this bull 
is a large ctibieulum, a Rort of recess with 
seals. 
The tablinum , a broad passage-way 
U'twecn the atrium and the peristylium, 
another public hall, is curtained off anil w as 
used in the ancient City us an office by the 
master of the bouse. 
A private passage 
known a* the Faucus, lead* from this room 
into the peristylium, aud on either side of 
this pat-age we find a magnificent draw ing 
room and cuhicuhim. 
The peristylium , or 
second public hall, is much larger th in the 
atrium and in the centre of lid* i* a piscina, 
or fish pond. 
On one side of this la the li­ 
brary and beyond is the entainm eut hall. 
also used in winter us a dining hull. 
This 
room is furnished with divans or lounges 
exactly the size anu pattern of those used in 
Pompeii. 
The coverings are to lie imported 
from Paris, os are also the curtains used for 
the openings or doors, which xxiii be of the 
same material and painted exactly in imitu 
tion of those seen in some of theold painting* 
discovered iu the buried city. On the w alls will 
lie placed illustrative paintings representing 
the eruption of Vesuvius and death of I’linv, 
etc., painted by French arti*t* who visited 
the seene in eompauy with Mr. Smith. 
At 
the rear of all this magnificence lathe rulina, 
or kitchen, and still beyond is the xystus or 
garden in which we find the sum m er dining­ 
room. 
The lararium , or altar for worship, is 
placed near the end of the garden and it is 
here that the lares and panales of the an ­ 
cient* found I heir sacred uImkIc. 
On the wull 
surrounding the garden is painted a gorgeous 
perspective scene w ith a sky of deep azure 
tint aud tropical birds of brilliant plumage. 
The library is stocked w ith works of Roman 
literature published in 1799. at Naples, by 
the royal press. 
The garden upon the roof. 
so well knowu historically, is not forgotten 
and will lie one of the most attractive spots 
of this most attractive residence. 
It will be 
laid out in lovely promenades, its trellises 
supported noon caryatides and colum ns of 
statuary six feet high. 
Rate exotics peculiar 
to the italian surroundings will abound aud 
serve 
to 
curry 
out 
the 
delusion 
and 
increase 
the 
dreamy, 
luxurious 
sense 
of 
this 
I’ompciian 
home. 
It wa* Mr. Hmith's original intention to 
build at St. Augustine, Florida, hut he final­ 
ly abandoned that idea iii favor of Saratoga 
as tieing more centrally located and thus giv­ 
ing a Urger num ber of visitors and touri-ts 
an opportunity of studying 
its 
strikiu: 
architectural features. 
Haratoga seems in a fair way to preserve 
her well deserved renown as the Queen of 
Bummer Resorts, not only for her delightful 
springs but for the beauty of her surround 
ings and magnificent residences.

“ law provides that a license must Ix: secured 
by every person going alxjut to sell any goods 
or chattels other than fruit grown in the 
United States, fruit trees, provisions, live an 
imals, brooms, agricultural implement», fuel, 
newspapers, looks, pamphlets, agricultural 
products of the United State», the product» 
of his ow n labor or the labor of his family, 
any patent of his own invention or in w hich 
be has] liecotne Interested.” The fee is $ 1 
In addition to this the person licensed has to 
pay to the Treasurer of each city or town in 
bis field sums varying from $3 for towns of 
1,000 inhabitants or less up to $20 for the 
largest cities, 
hick or disabled coldiers and 
sailors are exempt from paving the license 
fees, nor is the law applicable to commercial 
agents celling goods by samples to dealers 
only. 
In inis City peddlers are supposed to 
“ take out licenses,” but as a matter of fact 
not one in 20 pay the municipality one j>en 
ny. 
Storekeepers here should Ix.* protected.

City people find that one of the most e 
tensive views of broad landscape scenery can 
be had from the top of High Point.

There is much to be said upon the question,

The Royal Spring, owned by Abel P u t­ 
nam, is one of the most recently opened 
springs in the village and boasts nmuy vir­ 
tues.

It is now proposed by some New 
York capitalists to lay pipes from tbe spring 
to Albany and thus supply the citizens of the 
Capital wútb water directly from the spring 
during the day and bottle it by night.

flow from the’ Royal Spring is 56 barrels in 
24 hours, with temperature at 46 , which 
temperature it is believed can be retained by 
piping

They 
propose 
to own 
four-fifths of the spring, Mr. Putnam desir­ 
ing to retain one-fifth for himself. 
It is es 
(¡mated that the spring would pay for itself 
in two yt .rs, although a price is not yet 
settled upon, the question remaining open un­ 
til July 22. 
Almost, if not quite all, the dif­ 
ferent springs are represented in Broadway 
now by an office and large pavilion or room, 
supplied with chairs and tables, where one 
may sit and drink bis favorite water, Vichy- 
Geyser, Champion, Star, at leisure, without 
driving to the spring, which may lie two 
miles distant. 
And these rooms ure tilled at 
certain hours of the day. 
One of the latest and most novel attractions 
is a new building, nearly completed, located 
on South-Broadwny, to be known as the Pom ­ 
peiian home of Franklin W. Smith. 
It is en­ 
tirely unlike any other house ever erected in 
this country, being aD exact reproduction of 
a building which was excavated from the 
ruins of Pompeii, and which was burned by 
the ashes of Vesuvius more than 2,000 years 
ago. 
It is one-story in height, with a flat 
roof, and about 60x40 feet in size. 
It con­ 
tains first, the porter’s room on each side of 
the vestibulum, used in 
the 
old Pansa 
houses for the purpose of chaining the slaves. 
Beyond the vestibulum is the Atrium, or 
public hall, 32x38 feet,in the centre of which 
is a large pool of water. 
The sleeping rooms 
or cubiculums, from their cubicular shape 
open from this hall, and they are aliout 10 
feet square and high. 
At the end of this hall 
is a large cnbiculum, a sort of recess with 
seats. 
The tablinum, a broad passage-way 
between the atrium and the peristylium, 
another public hall, is curtained off and was 
used in the ancient City as an office by the 
master of the house. 
A private passage 
known as the Faucus, leads from this room 
into the peristylium, and on either side of 
this passage we find a magnificent drawing­ 
room and cubiculum. 
The peristylium, or 
second public hall, is much larger than the 
atrium and in the centre of this is n piscina, 
or fish pond. 
On one side of this is the li­ 
brary and beyond is the entainment hall, 
also used in winter as a dining hall. 
This 
room is furnished with divans or lounges 
exactly the size anu pattern of those used in 
Pompeii. 
The coverings are to be imported 
from Paris, as are also the curtains used for 
the openings or doors, which will be of the 
same material and paiuted exactly in imita­ 
tion of those seen in some of the old paintings 
discovered in the buried city. On the walls will
